GERMAN WAR ON PHTHISIS 

Rules for the Guidance of the Vic- 
tims of Tuberculosis Sent to 
State Department. 

Consular Clerk Murphy, of Frankfort, 
sends to tiie state departnieui tlie "meas- 
ures for preventing the spread of con- 
sumption" recommentieii by the city au- 
thorities. Every euiisumptive and every 
person who coughs should take care that 
It is received in spittoons or similar 
vessels containing water or, still bet- 
ter, chloride of lime or ^alt water. Sue li 
liquids prevent freezing and al.so the 
drinking of the water by animals. These 
cuspidors should be two inclies higli and 
right to ten inches In diameter. They 
should have snioctti. slirlitly curved 
edges and shouUi \>r mai.e oi .-mootii 
glass, porcelain, china or enameled iron. 
They should contain water to a d^Ui 
of four-fifths of an inch. As the water 
evaporates more should be added. The 
cuspidors should he cleansed daily with 
boiling water. Consumptives should 
give especial attention to cleanliness. 
The sitting rooms and bedrooms of con- 
sumptives should have only such cur- 
tains, bed coverings and the like as can 
be easily washed. There should be no 
carpets. The entire floors ol : U' ii room.- 
should be washed daily, and tfveu iu 
winter the rooms should be properly 
.lired daily tor at least one hour. Un- 
tooUed milk may become a transmitter 
of con.sumption. The public Is warned 

against its use.

Every Faimer Who Owns Hachinery 
Should Know How to Do This 
Worlc Expeditiously. * 

Style 1 Is lacing used on leather belts 
where heavy load is applied and 
where the l>eit does not ran under Idler 
or turn sharp angles.

In lacing very often the end of 
the lace is soft and It Is hard to thread 
hrouah the holes, hut if you will sim- 
ply wet the ei .i of ti.c liicins or oil it, 
liin light a match and crisp the end of 
he lacing It will form a hard point 
which will save time and annoyance.

make good lacings for practice and are 
easier than tracing with a thread. —

The First Plowing in India. 
The commencement t»t the farming 
season in India Is celebrated with cer- 
emonies. The first furrow hi the vil- 
lage is plowed hy i loniinitlee of fa-ii.- 
ers from the neighborhood. The jjlow 
Is first worshiped and decorated. The 
bullock or '■amel which draws it is 
covered with garlands of flowers; 
bright-co'.i.rvd pieces of cloth and 
rosettes of ribbon are braided into its 
tail and lu'.ng upon its horns. Behind 
the plow follows "the sower," who is 
also decorated with flowers and orna- 
ments, has a red mark upon his fore- 
head and his eyelids colored with lani|)- 
hlacU. He drops .^e. d into tlic furrow. 
Behind him comes a second man, who 
carefully piclu up every grain that has 
fallen outside of the furrow. When the 
furrow is finished the farmers assem- 
ble at some house in the neighborhood 
and have a dinner. There are similar 
ceremonies connected with, the har- 
vest.
